Asks McKinley to Go Slow. 


. The current report is that Secretary Day 
practically induced the President to with- 
hold his approval from the orders for a dis- 
patch of troops from San Francisco, and 
that, after a thorough and animated dis- 
cussion in the Cabinet, Mr. McKinley only 
went so far as to indorse the military expe- 
dition to the Philippines “ tentatively,” as 
he put it. It is certain that there is growing 
up in the Cabinet considerable feeling be- 
tween the two departments charged with 
the conduct of the war and those which 
have to do with it only indirectly. 
Secretary Long of the Navy department 
was originally a potent factor for peace, but 
since the war was declared he has naturally 
come to the belief that the more vigorous 
the prosecution of hostilities the sooner 
peace will some. He has carried this view 
to such an extent as to place himself on rec- 
ord by writing a letter to Secretary Alger 
advocating the immediate landing of troops 
Cuba. 
It appears that the State department was 
not thoroughly consulted in regard to 
Dewey's movement against the Philippines. 
At any rate it is now casting its influence 
against reaping the fruits of victory, and 
the President has been filled with the idea 
that to send troops to the Philippines or to 
take permanent possession gf Puerto Rico 
might be considered by European nations as 
a pretext for interference on the ground that 
the United States was waging a war of con- 
quest against a weak European nation. 
There is a constantly increasing fund of 
gossip in regard to the position taken by the 
new Assistant Secretary of State, Professor 
Moore. While in the faculty of Columbia 
College he was an outspoken opponent of 
the Monroe doctrine, and it is not under- 
stood that he has modified his views on this 
subject since he entered the State depart- 
ment. 


Department Jealousy and Friction. 


A comparison of dates shows that the 
singuar concession to the French govern- 
ment in regard to the liner Lafayette was 
made by Professor Moore, while Judge Day 
was in Ohio, and this interference by the 
State department with the operations of the 
biockade of Cuba, in total defiance of all 
the laws of war, has led to considerable 
friction, and to a fear that the influence of 
the State department at present is not be- 
ing cast for a vigorous prosecutig of the 
war, but is rather fomenting delay, in the 
hope of securing a brilliant diplomatic ter- 
mination of hostilities. 

The rumors in the Diplomatic Corps of ap- 
proaching peace negotiations ignore the 
Senate entirely. That body will never agree 
to a treaty of peace which leaves Puerto 
Rico in the possession of Spain, and there isa 
strong sentiment in favor of holding at least 
a coaling station in the Philippines. Talk 
of Buropean complications do not go down 
with the Senators, who are inclined to be- 
lieve that the United States, with the moral 
support of Great Britain, will wind up this 
war on itso own lines without much regard for 
Europe. 

There has. been any number of rumors 
afloat here toddy in regard to Sampson's 
fleet, and the possibility of its having al- 
ready met the enemy. Most of these stories 
fail to take notice of the fact that it is near- 
‘iy twice as far from Key West to Puerto 
Rico as from Hongkong to Manila.

Whatever, if any, changes have or will be made in that division of the North Atlantic squadron with which Ad- 
miral Sampson will attack the Cape Verde armada, if it appears in Western waters, that division will probably be 
strong enough to wipe out two such armadas as the one from the Cape Verdes, considering tonnage, caliber of arma- 
ment, and projectile-throwing capacity of the same.

War will be a blessing in disguise and will 
have a far-reaching and beneficial effect 
| ‘upon the history of 
the War. not be attended by 


any great disaster, 
The fruits of this 
conflict probably will be the possession of 
the Philippines, Hawaii, Puerto Rico, and 
Cuba by annexation, with the request com- 
Ing from the people of the latter island; the 
building of the Nicaragua Canal; a naval 
establishment befitting a great nation; 
fortification of the seaboard cities, which 
will make them invulnerable; coaling and 
oe stations for naval and merchant ma- 
ne ships; the extension of commercial re- 
lations with the acquired possessions, which 
will make our power felt the world over, and 
a truly, reunited country. 

The annexation of Hawati may come this. 
week, as Tuesday the House will consider 
the annexation resolutions, and, according 
to the members of the Foreign. Affairs 
committee, they willbe adopted by an over- 
whelming majority. While the Foreign Re- 
lations committee of the Senate has not tak- 
en any steps in this direction, a member 
of that committee said toddy that if the 
resolutions were passed by the House the 
Senate would immediately take similar ac- 
tion, and, as there is a large majority in 
that body favorable to annexation, before 
another Sunday rolls around the islands 
may be a part of the United States. 

The Philippines, as is well known, are 
now in the possession of this government, 
and Puerto Rico may even now be in pos- 
gession of Admiral Sampson. When the 
North Atlantic squadron meets the Span- 
ish fleet, now supposed to be in the vicinity 
of the West India Islands, a repetition of 
Admiral Dewey's brilliant victory is alto- 
gether probable, and then the attention of 
the naval farces will be turned toward Cuba. 

With the Spanish fleet beaten it will take 
but a short time to reduce the fortifications 
of Havana, and almost simultaneously 
troops will be landed upon that island, and 
it too, will be in the possession of this gov- 
ernment. Many prominent men in public 
life believe that when once Cuba is in our 
possession it will never be relinquished, and 
it is not beyond possibilities that annexa- 
tion may be asked for by the Cubans im- 
mediately after the subjugation of the 
Spanish forces. 

The Nicaraguan Canal question is being 
agitated again in the Senate, and on last 
Thursday Senator Morgan reintroduced his 
bill providing for the appointment of a com- 
mission te inquire into this matter at the 
instance of the members of the Foreign 
Relations committee, who believe that this 
is the proper time to take some action, as 
they have been duly impressed with the 
waste of time; coal, and service of the bat- 
tleship Oregon in going almost around the 
world. 

‘War will be a good thing for this coun- 
try,” said a member of the Senate Foreign 
Relations committee today, “as it has 
brought home to many the necessity of ac- 
quiring the Hawalian Islands. If they had 
been in our possession—and we could have 
had them for the asking—much valuable 
time would have been saved in sending sup- 
plies and coal to our Asiatic squadren, as a 
naval station, in all probability, would have 
been established there long ago. We will 
emerge from this war rich in territory. The 
Philippines are ours and Puerto Rico and 
Cuba will certainly be added to our pos- 
sessions, which will enable us to establish 
coaling and repair stations where they are 
badly needed. 

“The Nicaraguan Canal should have 
been built years ago, and the lesson that has 
been taught us and the danger which the 
Oregon has been subjected to has given us 
a great object lesson. Had this canal been 
built there would never have been any 
fear as to the battleship’s safety, and in- 
stead of steaming nearly 20,000 miles, it 
syould have only been compelled to traverse 
one-third of that distance, and would now 
be augmenting the strength of our navy 
gnstead of weakening it by withdrawing our 
ships from the Cuban waters to go to its 
rescue.” 

Clerks in the Navy department are 
anxious to show their appreciation of form- 
er Assistant Secretary Roosevelt by pre- 
senting him with a handsome sword when 
he leaves Washington.

regarded in Spain as a great commander. 
Just why this belief is prevalent is not clear 
to Americans, as there is nothing in the rec- 
ord of Commodore Villamil which seems to 
warrant the great renown which assuredly 
is his in his own country. 

He has never smelled powder to any greater 
extent than as the Captain of an insignificant 
gunboat which participated in a few brushes 
with insurgents in Cuba and in the Philip- 
pine Islands. His chief service to his coun- 
try has been as a naval designer and con- 
structor. He is without question an au- 
thority on naval architecture and a success- 
ful navigator. He is a good sailor, but as 
the commander of a squadron of warships 
in action he has had no trial. He has never 
even seen a good sea fight, so far as his 
history tells. 

Commodore Villamil was born in the 
Province of Castile fifty-four years ago. 
His family was one of honor and wealth. 
His father was General Villamil, and his 
ancestors bore & conspicuous part in the 


peninsular war. His mother was the daugh- . 


ter of Count Gristio, a court favorite. From 
his mother Commodore Villamil inherited 
rich estates in Navarre and Aragon. These 
estates, by mismanagement, have declined 
in Appreciable value, though they are still 
sufficient to satisfy the reasonable wants of 
even a high officer in the service of Spain. 
In 1861 young Villamil was entered at the 
Spanish naval college at San Fernando, near 
Cadiz. In 1862 he became an ensign in the 
navy, and passed upward through the vari- 


‘ous ranks without coming into much public 


notice. One of the things on which his repu- 
tation seems to rest is that as commander 
of the little gunboat Eulalia in 1875, and 
while stationed at Seville, he paraded his 
ship before Queen Isabella. She commended 
him for his ability in handling the little 
ship, but it seems quite probable that any 
American ferryboat Captain could have done 
just as well. 

At any rate it was accounted a great honor 
to have been on parade before the Queen, 
and this distinction sticks to Villamil today. 
in 1876 he was commissioned to yisit Eng~- 
land and arrange far the purchase of the

executed this commission faithfully, Afte 

he returned he was entertained at court, and 
from being an ardent republican he changed 
his views hastily and ever since has been a 
most devout monarchist.

‘‘In addition to making a slight demonstra- 
tion off the Philippines they may send a few 
piratical cruisers to prey upon some of the 
unprotected shipping on the coast of Spain, 
but here also, they will not dare to strike. 
Their plan of operations in Cuba will be to 
employ 100,000 negro soldiers and attempt 
to land them at same point on the yast ex- 
‘panse of Cuba's coast. The Yankees are 
shrewd in business and will not place them- 
selves within danger of yellow fever. They

the negroes whom they will ‘hire can with- 
stand the climate. This may be so, and 
again it may not.

With the exception of the fourth special 
report of the Commissioner of Labor, which 
dehls almost entirely with the subject of 
compulsory insurance in Germany, there is | 
nothing. to be compared with the “ Work- [. 
ingmen’s Insurance” of William Franklin 
Willoughby (T. Y. Crowell & Co.). The 
author of this painstaking and exhaustive 
study is a member of the United States De- 
partment of Labor, and so has had ready ac- 
cess to official data, but his investigations 
have been personal as well as official, and 
always thorough. 

Mr. Willoughby regards workingmen’s !n- 
surance as but one phase of the general labor 
movement. In its complete development it 
compreherds the care and indemnification 
of all wage earning n and women in case 
they are incapacitated for work, either tem- 
porarily or permanently, as the result of an 
accident or sickness, and the grant to them 
of a pension after they are no longer able to 
work on account of physical disability or old 
age. At present. workingmen’s insurance is 
in an embryonic state. In this country and 
in England, owing to the individualistic sen- 
timent prevailing, nearly all initiative is left 
to the individusl. In Germany, on the con- 
trary, the state has taken a leading part. 
In that country insurance is compulsory,
